about whoever practices the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab 


Oh, Who Prays Taraweeh in Congregation 
Are you a Donkey? 


| have not phrased the above question by myself, 
rather, it is a question that had been raised by the companion 
Abdullah ibn Omar ibn Al Khattab for any ‘donkey’ who 
performs in congregation a Bid’a prayer which is called now 
(Taraweeh). In a book titled ‘Al Mosannaf’ by Ibn Abee Shaiba, 
who is one of the major scholars of those who term 
themselves as ‘Ahl Al Sunna; (followers of Sunna), but they are, 
in fact, the followers of the Sunna of Omar ibn Al Khattab and 
not the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny. there is a 
narration numbered (7797) which says, “narrated by Wake’e 
from Sufian from Mansoor from Mojahid who said: A man 
asked ibn Omar: Should | pray (nafl) in Ramadan behind Imam? 
lbn Omar replied: Will you just listen like a donkey?” In the 
book titled ‘Al Mosannaf’ by Al San’ani, we find a similar 
narration numbered (7742), which says, “Narrated by 
Abdelrazzaq from Al Thawri from Mansoor from Mojahid who 
said ‘A man came to ibn Omar and said: Should | pray (nafl) of 
Ramadan behind Imam?’ Ibn Omar asked him, ‘Do you recite 
Quran?’ The man said, ‘Yes’. Abullah ibn Omar commented, 
‘Do you want to listen just like a donkey? Pray at your home.’” 
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In the above narration, we find that Abdullah ibn Omar 
advised the man according to what the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny had ordered people to pray Naflin their homes. Rather, 
Abdullah ibn Omar was not praying this Nafl prayer which is 
called now ‘Taraweeh’ in Jama’at because he was knowing 
that it is a ‘Bid’a and every Muslim knows that every Bid’a is a 
misleading and every misleading is in fire. In the book titled ‘Al 
Mosannaf’ by Ibn Abee Shaiba, there is a narration, numbered 
(397), which says about Abdullah ibn Omar that he “was not 
praying Nafl of Ramadan in Jama’at” Hence, oh you who claim 
to be followers of Sunna: Why do not you take the example of 
your companion Abdullah ibn Omar who disobeyed his father 
Omar ibn Al Khattab, adhered to the order of the prophet pbuh 
and his progeny, prayed the Nafl of Ramadan ‘Taraweeh’ 
individually and advised that man who asked him about this 
matter to pray it individually? 

In a book titled ‘Al Sunan Al Kobra’ by Al Baihaqi, we find 

a narration, numbered (4609), which says, “from Abdullah ibn 
Omar that he was praying ‘Taraweeh’ at his home in the 
month of Ramadan and when people depart the Masjid, he 
used to take his supplement of water and goes to the Masjid 
of the messenger pbuh and his progeny and he was not going out 
of it till he prays the Subboh, ’Fajr.’” Praying the Nafl of 
Ramadan nights individually was the practice of Abdullah ibn 
Omar and this was a practice that was opposite of what had 
been wanted by Omar ibn Al Khattab! The above narration 
indicates that, as far as the Nafl of Ramadan’s nights 
‘Taraweeh’ is concerned, Omar ibn Al Khattab is on a shore 
whereas his son Abdullah ibn Omar was on an opposite shore. 
Then, do you know oh donkey who prays ‘Taraweeh’, who is 
Abdullah ibn Omar? He is one of the major trusted narrators 
of Saheeh Bukhari, Saheeh Muslim and all the authors of the 
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books of Sunan and history. Abdullah ibn Omar mocked the 
legislative heritage of his father Omar ibn Al Khattab in many 
occasions and in this occasion, he described whoever obeys 
his father, Omar ibn Al Khattab, and prays the Nafl of the 
nights of Ramadan in ‘Jama’at’ as a donkey! 

Omar ibn Al Khattab had established a Bid’a by congregating 
people in a Nafl in the nights of Ramadan although the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny, had, strongly, prohibited this 
practice, but Omar ibn Al Khattab disobeyed the prophet pbuh 
and his progeny, as he always and we have seen this before in 
the case of Razeyat Al Knamees, when Omar ibn Al Khattab 
insulted the prophet pbuh and his progeny, and charged him of 
losing his sanity and speaking nonsense! In the case of the Naf 
of the nights of Ramadan also, Omar ibn Al Khattab refused to 
accept the legislation of the prophet pbuh and his progeny, 
pertaining to this Nafl of Ramadan, which enacts praying it 
individually, and he congregated people in it in spite of the 
objection of one of the major companions; Obay ibn Ka’b, to 
it and his describing it as a Bid’a, but Omar ibn Al Khattab 
insisted on converting people who perform Nafl of the nights 
of Ramadan into ‘donkeys who listen only’ as described by 
Abdullah ibn Omar. Omar ibn Al Khattab forced Obay ibn Ka’b 
to lead them in a Nafl prayer which is called by donkeys today 
as ‘Taraweeh’. Ina book titled ‘Al Anadeeth Al Mokhtara’ by Al 
Dheya’ Al Maqdisi, we find a narration numbered (1161) from 
which we take the concerned instance which says, “from Obay 
ibn Ka’b that Omar ibn Al Khattab ordered Obay ibn Ka’b to 
congregate people in (the Nafl of the nights of) Ramadan. 
Omar said: People fast during the day and they are not good 
at reading. You read Quran for them at night. Obay ibn Ka’b 
said:... This practice has not been existing! Omar ibn Al Khattab 
said: | know, but it is better.” How can Omar ibn Al Khattab 
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order Obay ibn Ka’b to do something which had been 
prohibited by the prophet pbuh and his progeny? Was not the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny knowing that people fast at day 
time and some of them are not good at reading Quran, 
nevertheless, he ordered them to pray the Nafl of the nights 
of Ramadan individually? Did Omar ibn Al Khattab understand 
the objectives of the Nabawi legislation which aimed to make 
people keen on learning reading and then read Quran and 
pray Nafl by what they had recited from Quran so that they 
may practice individual contemplation on Quran during 
prayer? It is well known that when a person reads Quran 
during prayer, Quran remains consolidated in memory. Then, 
why did Omar ibn Al Khattab nullified this grand educational, 
enlightening, contemplating and worshipping project which 
had been launched by the prophet pbuh and his progeny? Why 
did Omar ibn Al Khattab fabricated a Bid’a so as to make 
people remain ignorant, do not learn even some Quranic 
verses and just stand like donkeys listening only behind 
whoever recites Quran in order to enjoy the tune of the tone 
and the rhythm of the recitation while they do not understand 
anything of what is being recited for them. Consequently, a 
type of Quran reciters has appeared. They are cursed by Quran 
because their main concern is to display their voice to get 
selected to lead donkeys in a Bid’a prayer and generate an 
income that becomes a fire in their stomach? What is the 
value of listening to Quran, its recitation or humming with it 
without a contemplating understanding of its verse? Was not 
the objective of the Nabawi educational project through 
praying the Nafl individually to make every person go to 
Quran, recite some of its verses, read them in prayer, make 
individual contemplation on them and raise his Quranic 
consciousness through this? Why did Omar ibn Al Khattab 
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suspend this grand Nabawi educational project? Was the 
intentional motive of Omar to make people ignorant so as to 
convert them into a fertile soil in which he plants the project 
of his second Jahiliya? There is also another deep significance 
in the legislation of the prophet pbuh and his progeny, for people 
to pray Nafl individually at their homes. The prophet pbuh and 
his progeny, wanted Muslims to take out their homes from the 
state of graveyards by performing Nafl at them. In Saheeh Al 
Bukhari, the narration number (432) says, “Pray (Nafl) at your 
homes and do not make them like graves.” 

The companions failed to pray the Nafl of Ramadan 
individually and the events pertaining to this have their own 
story. Let’s handle the story of the foolishness of the majority 
of companions, their inability to understand the Nabawi 
objectives and pray the Nafl individually and their insistence 
on standing behind the prophet pbuh and his progeny to pray the 
Nafl of Ramadan despite the prophet pbuh and his progeny was 
praying in a small partition which he established by a straw 
mat inside the Masjid do as to pray the Nafl of Ramadan 
individually. Those cattle of companions congregated behind 
the prophet pbuh and his progeny to pray according to his prayer 
though he prohibited them from doing so and even became 
angry with them due to their obstinacy and insistence on 
doing so. In Saheeh Al Bukhari, we find a narration numbered 
(731) which says, “narrated by Zaid ibn Thabit that the 
messenger pbuh and his progeny had made a room in Ramadan- 
said, it seems that was from straw mat. He prayed some nights 
in it. Some of the companions prayed according to his prayer. 
When he came to know about them, he stayed (prayed) at 
home and came out. He was angry and said to: | knew what | 
have seen of your deed. O people! perform your (voluntary) 
prayers in your homes because the best prayer of a man is the 
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one which he performs at home, except the obligatory 
prayers.” Moreover, in Saheeh Al Bukhari and Saheeh Muslim, 
there are other narrations which confirm that those 
companions who were like gangs have stoned the door the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny. He came out angry to them and 
said to them, “| have seen and understood what you did.” In 
Saheeh Sunan Al Nisa’ee by Al Albani, we find that the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny condemns the companions who disobeyed 
him, stood behind him and prayed according to his prayer. He 
orders them to pray Nafl at homes. We take the instance of 
the narration which says, “You are still insisting on doing what 
you are doing.... perform your (voluntary) prayers in your 
homes because the best prayer of a man is the one which he 
performs at home, except the obligatory prayers.” The Nabawi 
expression, “You are still insisting to do what you are doing” 
bears a strong condemnation to those ‘companions’ who 
disobeyed the order of Allah; the Almighty, and His prophet 
pbuh and his progeny. Thus, the prophet pbuh and his progeny, 
became angry for the disobedience of those companions, 
their insistence on standing behind him in Nafl prayer, praying 
according to his prayer, their daring to throw stone at the door 
of the house of the prophet pbuh and his progeny, hence, they 
harmed him and this has been part of the accumulated harm 
against the prophet pbuh and his progeny since the beginning of 
the revelation and therefore the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
said, “No prophet was harmed as | was harmed.” Here we have 
to ask: What is the destiny of those who harm the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny? Quran says, “Verily those who cause 
annoyance toAllah and His Messenger Allah has cursed 
themin this world and in the Hereafter and has prepared 
for them a humiliating torture.” Another Quranic verse warns, 
“Verily, those who annoy Allah and His Messenger, Allah has

cursed themin this world and in the Hereafter, and has 
prepared for them a humiliating torment.” 

As we have seen, the majority of companions did not 
obey the prophet pbuh and his progeny and insisted to stand 
behind him and pray a Nafl prayer. When the prophet pbuh and 
his progeny, Saw the determination of the ignorant companions 
to pray those Nafl prayers behind the prophet, he shifted his 
prayer to his Nabawi room. However, those companions who 
were like ‘gangs’, were also mannerless and rude Arabs. They 
insisted on bringing the prophet pbuh and his progeny, out of his 
Nabawi room so as to lead them in a Nafl prayer. In a Jahiliya 
insolent manner, those ‘companions’ stoned the door of the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny! Look! Oh, the owner of intellect, 
at this gang, mannerless, insolent and undisciplined behavior 
of the so-called ‘companions’. This indicates that they did not 
understand religion and failed to gain any religious elevation! 
Nevertheless, the fake, ignorant and liar Mullahs claim that all 
companions were ‘excellent’! It is something which is very 
strange, indeed! Those who stoned the door of the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny wished something which is prohibited by 
the prophet pbuh and his progeny. Imagine, oh the fair and 
unbiased researcher in history. Imagine the extent of the 
backwardness of such companions who did not understand 
that the prophet pbuh and his progeny was laying down the 
foundation of religious rites so that people may get guided by 
them, but the backward companions failed to understand the 
objective of the pbuh and his progeny and wanted to steer the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny according to their whims. What 
those insolent companions did is absolutely contradictory to 
the Quranic and Nabawi texts which order people to follow the 
Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny and warned them 
against disobeying it. However, Omar ibn Al Khattab fabricated 
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the Bid’a of praying a Nafl in congregation so as to fulfil the 
deviant behavior of those companions and hence he 
disobeyed the prophet pbuh and his progeny. What would be the 
attitude of the prophet pbuh and his progeny if Allah; the Almighty, 
resurrects him to see the Bid’a which Omar ibn Al Khattab had 
fabricated for people in order to mislead them? It is natural 
that those companions accepted the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al 
Khattab because they were already a fertile soil in which Omar 
ibn Al Khattab planted his Bid’a and the stray people; the 
followers of the Samarian, practiced it with an unmatched 
foolishness till to-date. No authority could stop them from 
doing so. During the reign of Ameerul Mo’mineen Imam Ali 
pbuh, he explained to those who congregate in the Nafl is a 
Bid’a and a violation of the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny. However, they insisted on practicing it. Verily, 
everyone who is endowed with a sound judgement knows the 
fact that if Allah; the Almighty, resurrects the prophet pbuh and 
his progeny only to stop the practice of the Bid’a of Taraweeh, 
people will rise against him and produce a new battle of Badr, 
Ohod, Khandaq and even Khaibar because the prophet of 
those who practice the Bid’a of Taraweeh is Omar ibn Al 
Khattab and not Mohammed pbuh and his progeny. Taraweeh is 
a fabrication of the Samarian of Islam whose heritage 
continues to attempt to demolish Islam as the Samarian of the 
people of Moses pbuh tried to demolish, with his Calf, the 
religion of Moses pbuh. The majority of the people of Moses 
pbuh prostrated to the Calf and considered it a god although 
no long time had passed from their witnessing of the Goldy 
manifestations in their crossing of the sea. So did the 
fabricated heritage of Omar ibn Al Khattab aim to bury not 
only the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny, but also 
Islam as a whole and this was what Omar ibn Al Khattab 
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nursing, but was not daring to declare, however, he admitted 
it in his letter to Mohammed ibn abee Bakr when he 
(Mo’awya) said that he is adhering to the ways of Abo Bakr and 
his companion; Omar, and if Mohammed ibn abee Bakr want 
to condemn somebody, he must condemn his father and his 
companion and not Mo’awya! The attitude of Mo’awya 
towards Islam which was officially declared was based on the 
slogan that goes, “Only burial and burial”. Unfortunately, 
Mo’awya reached to power because people obeyed the 
interpolating line of Omar ibn Al Khattab and they did not 
realize that all; Abo Bakr, Omar, Othman and Mo’awya were 
nursing the same agenda that aims to demolish religion. 
People obeyed Omar ibn Al Khattab, forgot the Sunna of the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny and congregated in a Nafl in the 
nights of Ramadan and therefore Abdullah ibn Omar described 
them as donkeys! Do not they actually deserve this 
comparison or it is unfair to compare them to donkeys? How 
to describe a person who contradicts the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny, disobeys his order and obeys a Samarian who 
legislated what had been prohibited by the prophet pbuh and 
his progeny? Don’t they deserve a description worse than 
‘donkey’? 

The attitude of Abdullah ibn Omar towards the ‘donkeys 
of Taraweeh’ indicates the considerable difference between 
the fabricator of Bid’a; Omar ibn Al Khattab who disobeyed the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny and his son Abdullah ibn Omar 
who adhered to the order to the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
in this regard and rather exposed the disobedience of Omar 
ion Al Khattab to the prophet pbuh and his progeny. Here, we 
have to raise a question: Does whoever disobey Allah; the 
Almighty, and his prophet pbuh and his progeny a guided person 
or a misled person? We find the answer of the above question 
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in the Quranic verse which says, “And whoever disobeys Allah 
and His messenger, he has certainly strayed into evident 
error.” Here, we have to ask another question: What is the 
destiny of whoever disobeys Allah; the Almighty, and His 
messenger pbuh and his progeny, violates their prohibitions, 
fabricates what contradicts the Nabawi Sunna_ and 
congregates people to practice that violation throughout all 
times? Is the destiny of such a person to be rewarded with the 
heaven or the bottom and depth of the hell and its lowest 
depth? For this question also we find an answer from Quran 
which says, “And whoever disobeys Allah and His messenger 
and transgresses his limits, He will cast him into a fire to abide 
therein and he will have a humiliating torturing.” In this 
regard, we have to remember the Nabawi Hadith which says, 
“No disobedient enters Heaven.” This Hadith was said by the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny in the event of the disobedience 
of the ‘companion’; Qozman to the order of the prophet pbuh 
and his progeny not to fight at a specific point on the line of 
confrontation, but Qozman fought the idol worshippers at 
that specific point on the line of confrontation and the killed 
him. Though Qozman was killed by the idol worshippers and 
though the companions described him as a martyr, but the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny refused to pray in his funeral and 
said about him, “No disobedient enters Heaven”! This 
indicates the enormity and danger disobeying the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny. 

Though Omar ibn Al Khattab tried to beautify his Bid’a by 
saying, “What a good Bid’a it is” so as to mislead people, 
however there is no ‘good Bid’a’ except in the dictionary of 
Omar ibn Al Khattab. The prophet pbuh and his progeny warned 
against fabricating in religion and described every fabrication 
as Bid’a and every Bid’a as misleading without any exception. 
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A narration in Saheeh Muslim goes, “Every Bid’a is a 
misleading and every misleading is in fire.” Al Bukhari also 
narrated, “Whoever introduces into our matter (Islam) which 
does not belong to it, it is to be rejected (by Allah)." In Saheeh 
Muslim, there is another narration which says, “whoever acts 
and act which is not according to our order, it is to be rejected 
(by Allah).” In ‘Al Sunna’ book by Al Mirwazi, we find a 
narration numbered (83) which goes, “Is’haq told us, Wakee’ 
narrated to us from Hisham ibn Al Gaz that he heard Nafi’ says, 
‘Ibn Omar said: Every Bid’a is a misleading even if people see 
it good.’” In this last narration and through the word ‘people’, 
it seems that Abdullah ibn Omar was mocking his father Omar 
ibn Al Khattab and considering him to be stray because 
Abdullah ibn Omar knows the answer of Omar ibn Al Khattab 
to Obay ibn Ka’ab who considered congregating people in a 
Nafl as a Bid’a, but Omar ibn Al Khattab replied him by saying, 
“But it is good”; as we have seen earlier. Hence, what Omar 
ibn Al Khattab considers it as “good”, the two companions; 
Obay ibn Ka’ab and Abdullah ibn Omar consider it a Bid’a and 
misleading. Rather, Abdullah ibn Omar considers whoever 
performs Taraweeh as a donkey and not more than that. Here, 
we have to ask Omar ibn Al Khattab: How does the Bid’a 
becomes good? Which religion says this which is not said 
except by an idiot? Indeed, | exonerate myself from any 
religion which claims that there is good Bid’a and also 
exonerate myself from every idiot who says it. All of us know 
that every Bid’a is a misleading and every misleading is in fire 
according the Hadith of the prophet pbuh and his progeny and 
there is no exception to this at all even if the fake Mullahs try 
to neutralize issues and play with words. Bid’a can’t be good 
at all; it is a misleading and it was so and it will remain so. If 
we want to ascertain, further, this fact, we have to examine 
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the definition of Bid’a itself. In Al Moheet Dictionary by 
Firouzabadi, we find the definition of Bid’a goes: “Al Bid’a is 
the fabrication in religion after it had been completed or the 
deeds and inclinations which had been fabricated after the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny.” |bn Baz also gives his opinion in 
his book of Fatwa titled ‘Noor Ala Al Darb’, (P. 252) when he 
says, “The claim that Bid’a are divided into good and bad and 
into prohibited and rightful is a saying which has no evidence. 
Scholars have given their replies and indicated the 
wrongfulness of this division.” Al Shatibi also in his ‘Fatwas’, (P. 
180-181), says, “The saying of the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
— every Bid’a is a misleading- is considered by scholars that it 
is generalized on all Bid’a and there is no exception at all and 
there is no good Bid’a at all.” Strangely, some of the poles of 
the fabricated creeds, have warned against Bid’a although 
they and their followers were, and still, following the Bid’a of 
Omar ibn Al Khattab and pray Taraweeh. In the book titled ‘Al 
Ittisam’ by Al Shatibi, (P. 64-65), we find the warning by Malik 
against Bid’a. He says, “Ibn Al Majishoon said: | heard Malik 
says: ‘Whoever fabricates a Bid’a in Islam and considers it 
good, it means that he claims that the prophet Mohammed 
pbuh and his progeny has betrayed the message because Allah; 
the Al Mighty, says, -Today | have completed to you your 
religion- whatever was nota religion then, it does not become 
a religion today’.” Thus, it is not possible at all to agree with 
Omar ibn Al Khattab that what he had fabricated may be good 
unless we want to discard our intellect, follow Omar ibn Al 
Khattab, perform the Nafl of the nights of Ramadan in Jama’at 
and get converted into donkeys. If we discard our intellects, 
agree with Omar ibn Al Khattab and practice his Bid’a , then 
we have, certainly, indulged into evident astray. Here, also we 
have to ask: What is the attitude of every sane person towards 
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Omar ibn Al Khattab with regard to his fabrication of a Bid’a of 
congregating people ina Nafl prayer? According to the above 
statement by Malik, if we pray Taraweeh, then we have 
implicitly admitted that Omar ibn Al Khattab considered that 
the prophet pbuh and his progeny had betrayed the message, did 
not complete it and it is Omar ibn Al Khattab who corrected 
the prophet pbuh and his progeny and completed it? If we do not 
dare to agree with Omar ibn Al Khattab, then, should we 
consider praying a Nafl in congregation a religion or not a 
religion? If performing a Nafl in the nights of Ramadan in 
Jama’at as part of religion, had this fact been missed by the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny? Because if we consider the 
Taraweeh prayer a religion, this indicates that Omar ibn Al 
Khattab has corrected the prophet pbuh and his progeny, 
considered him not to have completed the religion and that 
Omar ibn Al Khattab has undertaken the task of completing 
religion although the Quran, during the life-time of the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny, and even before the era of Omar 
ion Al Khattab; the usurper, had said, “Today, | have 
completed to you your religion.” Hence, if Taraweeh is not a 
religion, then to consider it a religion and perform it by the 
misled donkeys, is prohibited because it is a Bid’a according to 
the definition of Bid’a provided by Fairozabadi to the term 
‘Bid’a’ and it should not be practiced. Moreover, if performing 
Taraweeh is not a worshipping, then who will give the reward 
for on the judgement day to those who were congregating to 
pray Taraweeh? Is it Omar ibn Al Khattab who will give the 
reward to those who were listening like donkeys? However, 
on that day, Omar ibn Al Khattab himself is helpless and wishes 
if he were possessing mountains of gold to ransom himself 
from the torturing of fire which had been prepared by Allah; 
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the Almighty, to those disobedient people as we have seen in 
the above Quranic verse. 

The strangest thing which is noticed by the reader of 
history and he asks about it: Why did not Omar ibn Al Khattab 
repent for fabricating this Bid’a and stopped donkeys from 
performing it? However, the careful reader of history realizes 
that Omar ibn Al Khattab was not that type of people who 
retreat and repent for the grave sins and grand cataclysms 
which they have committed. During his attack on the house of 
Lady Fatima pou her and his threatening to burn it with 
whoever inside it, a companion told him, “Fatima is inside the 
house”! With all insolence and ignobility, Omar ibn Al Khattab 
replied by saying, “even if’; meaning so what even if Lady 
Fatima pou herwas inside the house, hence, can we expect that 
a person like this repents for his fabrications in religion? Omar 
ibn Al Khattab was ready to burn Lady Fatima; the daughter of 
the prophet, the wife of the self-of the prophet and the 
mother of the two Hasans, pbu them all, but he did not repent 
till Abo Lo’lo’a, may Allah; the Almighty, bless him sent him to hell, 
then, do you think that he repents from fabricating a Bid’a? 
Omar ibn Al Khattab did not repent at all for what he had 
fabricated in religion or committed against others because 
Allah, the Almighty, did not bestow success on him to repent. 
Allah, the Almighty, deprives the person who fabricates Bid’a 
from repenting. Al Albani in his Authentic Series narrated a 
narration, numbered (1620), which says, “Allah has blocked 
repentance from the fabricator of Bid’a.” It seems that, in this 
regard, the divine decree of Allah, the Almighty, went into 
effect on Omar ibn Al Khattab till he perished. Thus, the 
donkeys of Taraweeh should remember that whoever 
performs a Bid’a and considers it as a worshipping, the totality 
of his effort has been explained by the Quranic verse which 
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says, “Labouring (hardly in the world by worshipping wrongly), 
and standing (in wrong ways of worshipping, they will enter a 
hot blazing fire.” The performer of Bid’a is an example of what 
the above Quranic verses mean. An effort and a quest like that 
which is in the form of performing the Bid’a of Taraweeh have 
no value in them, rather, on the day of judgment, they will be 
a scattered dust as the Quranic verse opines, “And We shall 
turn to whatever deeds they (disbelievers) did, and We shall 
make them (deeds) as scattered floating particles of dust for 
them.” 

Hence, should not we agree with Abdullah ibn Omar in his 
comparing of the performers of the Bid’a of Taraweeh to 
donkeys and consider whoever performs it in congregation is 
indeed a donkey? Indeed, whoever prays the Nafl of the nights 
of Ramadan deserves to be given a description which is worse 
than donkey because he does not have intellect to understand 
in spite of the availability of the clear Nabawi texts which 
prohibit this. Allah; the Almighty, said about that who does not 
understand the religious text in spite of its presence that they 
are “like the donkey which carries books”, but he does not 
make sense of them. Moreover, Allah; the Almighty, compared 
those who do not have intellect and do not hear to the cattle 
and said about them, “Or do you think that most of them hear 
or understand? They are nothing, but like cattle; nay they are 
even farther astray from the way.” 

The order which Omar ibn Al Khattab has issued to Obay 
ibn Ka’b to lead people in the Nafl of Ramadan in the masjid 
was a violation of the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
whereas the order of Abdullah ibn Omar to that man to pray 
Nafl of the nights of Ramadan at his home was coinciding with 
the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny. Whom should 
people obey? Should people obey Omar ibn Al Khattab and 
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disobey the prophet pbuh and his progeny or should they adhere 
to the order of the prophet pbuh and his progeny as Abdullah ibn 
Omar had done in this regard when he ordered that man to 
pray the Nafl of Ramadan at his house. What is the fate of 
whoever disobey the order of the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
which is the order of Allah; the Almighty? Quran says, “Let 
those who disobey His order beware lest some trial or painful 
torture befall them.” 

The strange thing is that in order to justify the Bid’a of 
Omar ibn Al Khattab, the Mullahs who follow the fake religion 
claim that the prophet pbuh and his progeny had led companions 
in congregation prayer of the Nafl of the nights of Ramadan 
for some days! However, this is not true at all. In fact, the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny, has never led people in Ramadan 
Nafl. Auch a claim is a false and invalid claim and its motive is 
to justify the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab who planted it in an 
environment which has been waiting for such a Bid’a because 
the majority of the companions turned back of their heels and 
broke their promise to Allah; the Almighty, and His prophet, 
pbuh and his progeny, therefore, they were susceptible to 
receive and practice fabrications in religion as they coincide 
with their Jahiliya nature which they were recently familiar 
with and were still carving for. Moreover, for many centuries, 
the Saqeefa mullahs try to justify the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al 
Khattab, legalize it, urge people to practice it and organize 
Satanic rituals to attract those who suffer from intellectual 
ignorance, mental bankruptcy and spiritual vacuum to fill up 
that spiritual vacuum with that Samarian Bid’a and consolidate 
the pillars of the second Jahiliya in themselves and in the 
society. This is an imperative result of a reality in which the 
majority of people abandoned the genuine Sunna of the 
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prophet pbuh and his progeny because they are following a stary 
Samarian, liar mullahs and fabricated creeds. 

The fabricated four creeds, in spite of their loyalty to the 
Samarian, they disagreed about Taraweeh prayer and this 
indicates that the whole matter is a fabricated Bid’a and a 
violation to religion and the creeds which, falsely, claim that 
they are Sunna creeds have no relation with the genuine 
Nabawi Sunna, rather, they belong to Omari fabricated Sunna 
and whoever followed the path of Omar ibn Al Khattab. 
Regarding the positions of the four creeds on praying Nafl of 
Ramadan in congregation, Al Shawkani in his book ‘Nail Al 
Awtar’, (page 516) says, “they have disagreed about whether 
to pray it, individually at home or in congregation in Masjid. 
Alshafi says and his follower, Abu Haneefa, Ahmed, some of 
the Maliki and others — It is better to pray it in congregation as 
Omar ibn Al Khattab and the companions have done and the 
Muslims continued to practice it because it is one of the 
apparent rituals and similar to Eid prayer. Al Tahhawi has gone 
to an extreme extent by saying — Taraweeh prayer in 
congregation which is a sufficiency duty and Malik, Abo Yosof, 
some Shafi and others- It is better to pray it individually at 
home due to the saying - the best prayer of a man is the one 
he performs at home, except the obligatory prayers.” As we 
see, Malik, Abo Yosof, some Shafi and others have justified 
their position on Taraweeh prayer through the text which is 
available in Saheeh Al Bukhari which goes, “the best prayer of 
a man is the one which he performs at home, except the 
obligatory prayers” and this is the saying of the prophet pbuh 
and his progeny and it is the correct Sunna, nevertheless, the 
majority of people who belong to those fabricated creeds 
practice this Omari Bid’a and therefore we do not know which 
Sunna do Alshafi, Malik, Abo Haneefa, Anmed and Al Tahawee 
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follow? Although some of them say that “the best prayer of a 
man is the one which he performs at home, except the 
obligatory prayers”, but their actual positions do not adhere 
to Nabawi Sunna, do not condemn its historical violator and 
do not endeavor to distance their followers from that Bid’a. 
Their language is loose and does not touch the elephant, but 
hovers around its shade. Therefore, Alshafi, his followers, Abo 
Haneefa, Anmed, some Maliki, Al Tahawee and their followers 
should not claim that they are Sunna, rather, they should call 
themselves as “followers of the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab.” 
Indeed, | wonder, why do people focus on the positions of 
some of the fabricated creeds which support the Bid’a of Omar 
ibn Al Khattab, but they came after a long period from the 
martyrdom of the prophet pbuh and his progeny whereas they 
do not mention the positions of people like Abdullah ibn Omar 
and Obay ibn Ka’b in this regard? From whom should those 
who call themselves as ‘AhlI Al Sunna’ take the rules regarding 
performing the Nafl of Ramadan nights? Is it from the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny or from the creeds which came many 
centuries after the martyrdom of the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny. How does a person who disobeys the Nabawi Sunna 
claim that he is a Sunni and that he is one of the followers of 
the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny while he opposes 
the prophet pbuh and his progeny? Who is the true Sunna in this 
regard? Is he who follows the prophet pbuh and his progeny and 
adheres to his directives or that who follows the fabricators of 
Bid’a and walks on their path? The followers of the true Sunna 
do not pray the Nafl of Ramadan nights in congregation nor do 
they call it “Taraweeh” because they take the rules of their 
religion from the prophet and his progeny pbu them. The 
progeny pbu them were considering congregation in a Nafl 
prayer as Bid’a and astray. In ‘Nail Al Awtar’ by Al Shawkani, 
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(page 516), we find the position of the progeny pbu them 
towards congregation of people in the Nafl of Ramadan. Al 
Shawkani says, “The progeny said that congregation (in Nafl of 
Ramadan) is Bid’a”. 

Those people who disobey the order of the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny, obey Omar ibn Al Khattab and pray a Nafl 
in congregation are not following the Sunna of the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny! Their state of affairs indicates that they 
are sunken in a horrible ignorance, unmatched donkeying and 
baghling of a unique sort! Their praying of a Nafl in Jama’at 
and considering it as a method of worshipping in the month of 
Ramadan is a squeezing of a Bid’a into the obligation of fasting 
of a great month and this threatens the correctness of their 
fasting in this blessed month and hinders their spiritual gain in 
this month. How does a person perform the obligation of 
fasting of the great month, become thirst and hungry so as to 
implement the order of Allah; the Almighty, then, he mixes this 
sincerity with a violation of the order of the prophet pbuh and 
his progeny and practices a misleading Omari Bid’a? Is not this 
considered a ruining of fasting in this blessed month? Why do 
all the worshipping rites of those who call themselves ‘Sunna’ 
have a defect in them; an addition, omission, opposition to 
Quran or violation of the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny? Those who perform the so-called Taraweeh do not 
know that their prayer is prohibited by the prophet pbuh and 
his progeny and they are in fact performing the Bid’a of Omar 
ion Al Khattab and not the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny! Such a prayer which is called by the donkeys as 
‘Taraweeh’ and in that large numbers of Rak’at right from the 
night that precedes the starting of the fasting month, have not 
been decreed by the prophet pbuh and his progeny and have 
never been termed by the prophet pbuh and his progeny as 
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‘Taraweeh’. Praying a Nafl of Ramadan in congregation and 
making it almost twenty Rak'at are not only Bid’a, but also an 
exaggeration in Bid’a. As Al Soyyoti and Al Haythami say, the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny has not prayed the Nafl of 
Ramadan twenty Rak’at. Rather, he prayed nights and Rak’at 
of which number has not been mentioned. The evidence of 
the praying of the prophet pbuh and his progeny the Nafl of 
Ramadan in his house and the number of the Rak’at are clear 
from the narration number (2013), in ‘Al Jami’ Al Saheeh’ by 
Al Bukhari which says that Abee Salama ibn Abdelrahman 
asked Aesha: “How was the prayer of the messenger pbuh and 
his progeny in Ramadan? She said- In Ramadan or other than 
Ramadan, he was not praying more than eleven Rak’a.” Thus, 
does the person, who perform the Nafl of Ramadan in Jama’at, 
worships Allah; the Almighty, by what the prophet pbuh and his 
progeny had done or by what Omar ibn Al Khattab had 
fabricated? Is it at all permissible to worship Allah; the Almighty, 
by what Omar ibn Al Khattab has done? Who is Omar ibn Al 
Khattab? Is not he the son of his sister? Are the deeds, sayings 
and declaration of the fabricator of Bid’a Omar ibn Al Khattab 
a contention upon the true Muslim? 

The prophet pbuh and his progeny continued to pray the Nafl 
of the nights of Ramadan individually till he martyred. After 
the martyrdom of the prophet pbuh and his progeny, some 
people continued, during the period of the first usurper; Abo 
Bakr, to pray individually as the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
had ordered them and some others disobeyed and prayed in 
groups till the period of the second usurper; Omar ibn Al 
Khattab, who brough the Jewish and the pretender of Islam 
Ka’ab Al Ahbar close to him, drank deep from his stray 
directives, came with his interpolating agenda and ordered 
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people to pray the Nafl of the nights of Ramadan in 
congregation and hence Omar ibn Al Khattab made a clear 
violation of the Nabawi legislation. Ibn Shihab, as it is 
mentioned in ‘Saheeh Al Bukhari’, said, “I came out with Omar 
ibn Al Khattab to the masjid in a night in Ramadan. People 
were dispersedly praying. A person prays and some group pray 
according to his prayer. Omar said, | think that if we 
congregate those behind one reciter, it would be better. Then, 
he determined to do so and congregated them behind Obay 
ibn Ka’b. Then, | came out with him in another night and found 
people pray behind their reciter. Omar said: What a good Bid’a 
it is!” However, Omar ibn Al Khattab himself did not pray the 
so-called Taraweeh! In the book titled ‘Fat’h Al Bari by Ibn 
Hajar Al Asqalani says about Omar ibn Al Khattab: “He came 
out in a night while people were praying behind the reciter- 
their mentioned leader in prayer and it is mentioned that 
Omar was not regular in praying with them as if he considered 
that praying at his home at the end of the night is better- 
Mohammed ibn Nasr narrated about (night prayer) from 
Tawos from ibn Abbas said- | was with Omar in masjid and | 
heard voices pf people. Omar said: What is this? It was said 
that people came out of the Masjid in Ramadan. Omar said- 
What remained from the night is better for me than what has 
gone of it.” This shows that Omar ibn Al Khattab have 
implicated people in a fabricated thing which he himself was 
not doing and this indicates that the motive behind 
congregating people in a Nafl prayer was to mislead and 
involve them in a fabricated practice that leads them to fire 
because they were worshipping by a deed that had not been 
done by the prophet pbuh and his progeny, nor had it been 
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justified by Quran. Hence, Omar ibn Al Khattab made Muslims 
fall in a great relapse and ruined one of their religious rites; 
fasting Ramadan. We should not forget that Omar ibn Al 
Khattab is the manufacturer of many relapsing in religion or a 
reason behind them. It is he who introduced catching of hands 
in prayers though the prophet pbuh and his progeny was not 
catching hands on the stomach or on the chest, but he was 
letting hands down and he said, “Pray the way | pray”. It is 
Omar ibn Al Khattab founded for the throne of Mo’awya ibn 
Abee Sufian, who fabricated the Bid’a of saying ‘Ameen’ at the 
end of reading Sourat Al Fatiha, as if Omar ibn Al Khattab has 
not heard that the prophet pbuh and his progeny had cursed 
Mo’awya ibn Abee Sufian and warned people against him. It is 
Omar ibn Al Khattab who appointed the pretender of Islam 
K’ab Al Ahbar a chairman of pilgrimages, consequently, he 
decreed to them to eat the hunted animal though they were 
dressing Ihram and Omar ibn Al Khattab passed what K’ab Al 
Ahbar had decreed! Whoever wants to know more about the 
fabrications of Omar in religion, he may read the book tilted: 
“From Darkness of Saqeefa’s Astray to the Guidance Light of 
the Ship” which can be downloaded from my website through 
the link https://yeddibooks.com/ . Thus, Omar ibn Al Khattab 
has made a ceaseless effort to fabricate Bid’a in each 
performance of an Islamic rite and with a boldness against 
Allah; the Almighty, and His messenger pbuh and his progeny, he 
was saying about the Bid’a which he had fabricated ‘what a 
good Bid’a it is’ although it was, in fact, ‘what a bad Bid’a it is’! 
This shows that Omar ibn Al Khattab was boasting of opposing 
the prophet pbuh and his progeny and introducing in Islam what 
the prophet pbuh had rejected and warned against. Thus, the 
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Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab is a misleading and leads to fire 
and Omar ibn Al Khattab bears the complete sin and full 
responsibility for that Bid’a. 


Whoever performs the so-called Taraweeh prayer 
must, now, realize that he does not practice the Sunna of the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny, but he is engaged in performing 
the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab as Omar ibn Al Khattab 
himself had admitted it of being a Bid’a and thus whoever 
practices the so-called Taraweeh prayer becomes an opposer 
of the prophet pbuh and his progeny. What is the destiny of 
whoever opposes Allah; the Almighty, and His messenger pbuh 
and his progeny? We find the answer in the Quranic verse which 
says, “Whosoever opposes the messenger after guidance has 
been made clear to him and follows a path other than that of 
the believers, We shall let him follow what he has turned to 
and We shall roast him in hell and his fate is bad indeed.” 
Another Quranic verse says, “Whosoever opposes Allah and 
His messenger, verily, Allah is severe in punishment.” Rather, 
whoever performs the so-called Taraweeh, he is like the 
thrower, with Omar ibn Al Khattab, of the stone on the door 
of the prophet pbuh and his progeny because whoever prays the 
Nafl of Ramadan in Jama’at, he is insisting on opposing the 
prophet pbuh and his progeny and those who insisted on the 
same in the Nabawi era had stoned the door of the prophet 
pbuh and his progeny and whoever prays Taraweeh now and in 
future, he is like the stoners of the door of the prophet pbuh 
and his progeny, because the psychic structures are same and 
the folk are the sons of the folk. 
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In spite of this insistence on practicing a Bid’a, what is 
the benefit which the donkeys reap from performing a Naf 
prayer in congregation? With an unmatched foolishness, they 
think that they are spiritualizing themselves by practicing this 
Omari Bid’a. This belief arises from the Satanic decoration of 
their works and they think that they are doing something 
good. In fact, such donkeys will not and never find 
spiritualization in a Bid’a at all because it is not possible for the 
true believer to get spiritualized by opposing the prophet pbuh 
and his progeny or by practicing something which is not part of 
religion. Those who practice Bid’a, they never find in the 
comfort of the true worshipper, rather, they find a Satanic 
comfort in it. They display through it their hypocrisy and 
apparent religiosity. That Satanic comfort is found even by the 
followers of other religions when they enter their churches, 
synagogues, temples and shrines because Satan has ageless 
strategies of beautifying the false. Many of those who perform 
the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab stand in the front lines and in 
front of the cameras, shed warm tears which pretend a false 
spiritualization, but they are in fact, enjoying the tune of the 
chanting shows of reciting Quran which are almost like singing 
and empty of any true piety whereas many of them devour the 
substance of people, kill the soul which Allah; the Almighty, has 
forbidden except for a just cause, breach trust and commit 
grave sins. Indeed, it is the religiosity of the historical 
hypocrites and it is practiced by their followers; the fooled 
donkeys, throughout all times. 


The donkeys are involved in performing a Samarian Bid’a 
while the Mullahs are dumb and involved with the donkeys in 
their Bid’a. Here, we have the right to ask: What is the attitude 
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of the Saqeefa Mullahs towards Omar ibn Al Khattab who 
buried the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny and 
resurrected what has been prohibited by the prophet pbuh and 
his progeny? What is the attitude of the Saqeefa Mullahs 
towards Omar ibn Al Khattab who walked against the texts of 
Quran and the teachings of the prophet pbuh and his progeny? 
In each step which he walked, Omar ibn Al Khattab was keen 
on burying the Sunna of the prophet pbuh and his progeny as if 
he has not heard the saying of the prophet pbuh and his progeny 
to Bilal ibn Al Harth, as it is mentioned in ‘Al Mo’ajam Al 
Kabeer’, Al Termithi and Al Baihagi, and it goes, “Listen! What 
should | listen oh messenger of Allah? The messenger said: 
Verily, whoever revives a Sunna of mine which has been 
perished after me, he will have a reward equivalent to that of 
those who acted according to it without that detracting from 
their reward in the lightest and whoever fabricates a Bid’a 
which is not accepted by Allah and His messenger, he will have 
a burden of sins equivalent to that of those who acted 
according to it without that detracting from their sin in the 
lightest.” According to the above Nabawi Hadith, whoever 
practices the Bid’a of Taraweeh, he is not a Sunni, rather, he is 
Omari and he does not deserve to call himself a Sunni unless 
he wants to lie on the prophet pbuh and his progeny and whoever 
lies on the prophet pbuh and his progeny, he will get his special 
and free seat in the fire. Every true Sunni should take a correct 
position and say as Ameer Al Mo’mineen Imam Ali pbuh had 
said to Othman ibn Affan; the porter of Sins, when he violated 
the Nabawi Sunna, “| would never discard the Sunna and 
resort to the saying of anybody.” Every true Sunni should 
distance himself from the Bid’a of Omar ibn Al Khattab and 
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take a position with regard to the Bid’a of Taraweeh similar to 
that position which has been taken by Abdulla ibn Omar when 
a man argued with about another Bid’a which has been 
fabricated by Omar ibn Al Khattab. Abdullah ibn Omar said, 
“Should | follow the order of my father or the order of the 
messenger of Allah?” There is a similar saying also by Abdullah 
ibn Abbas who is considered by the followers of Saqeefa as the 
Rabbi of the nation and interpreter of Quran. When some 
people argued with him about the Mutt’a marriage and 
supported their saying by the positions of Abo Bakr and Omar 
which is opposed to Quran and the Nabawi Sunna, Abdullah 
ibn Abbas said to them warningly, “Stones are about to fall on 
you from the sky. | say to you the messenger of Allah said, you 
say to me Abo Bakr and Omar said?” Those who claim to be 
the followers of Sunna should remember that Abdullah ibn 
Omar and Abdullah ibn Abbas are companions and those who 
call themselves as Sunna claim that all their companions are 
“stars and by whichever of them they follow, they are guided”, 
therefore, they should get guided by Abdullah ibn Omar and 
Abdullah ibn Abbas in this matter, depart Omari Bid’a of 
Taraweeh and they should not remain donkeys who listen, but 
do not understand what they listen to otherwise they would 
be companions of Omar ibn Al Khattab in the bottom of the 
hell.
